what lake-dwellers' shoes may have 
looked like. .

Pieces of wood the shape of feei. 


were found near the leather. They 
were doubtless placed inside 
the 


shoes. 
The lake-dwellers 
made 
strong 


ropes out of flax. They also made 
flax string which may have been 
used to tie their shoes 
together 


Many pieces of charred rope anc 
string have been found. The flax- 
en cloth they wove was sometimes 
dyed with the juice of the , weld 
plant. - 
Their beds seamed to have Jegen 


heaps of 
straw- or 
moss. 
They 


sometimes carved vshuooks out o 
the tusk of wild.boars. Their stone 
tools were well made, and the axe 
and'hammers had wooden handles.

,-rood business. It is the foest safeguard 
against the congestion that is becoming 
a curse to many American cities. Amer- 
ican business men will eventually favor 
the plan. 


[To The Editor]—Our distinguished U. S. 


senator, Mr. Lenroot, in an address before the 
Green Bay association of commerce, defends 
the proposition that in the making of the phy- 
sical valuation of railway property the depre- 
ciation of money that has taken, place since 
most of the stock was issued should be count- 
ed as an off-set to the original "water" in the 
capitalization, the existence of which he ad- 
mits. Coached in the technical language of fi- 
nance, the real nature of his argument may 
not be recognized by his constituents. 


Imagine an ordinary citizen, who 30 years 


ago invested a thousand dollars in a 
farm 


mortgage, receiving six percent interest there- 
on. The mortgage has 'been renewed from time- 
to time, but the interest rate has remained the 
same. In consequence of the depreciation of 
money, which according to the distinguished 
orator amounts to 40 percent, the 60 dollars 
income he receives today are -worth 
only 


$36 if measured by the standard of the time 
when he first lent his money to the farmer. 
Naturally, our investor is sorry. 


Thereupon a bright idea strikes him. 
He 


goes into a court of equity and demands a de- 
cree compelling the farmer to make good the 
$!i4 dollars which his inco'me has decreased. 
However, the cotvrt will not see it that- way. 
The investor is informed that there is noth- 
ing in law or equity allowing him to shift the 
loss produced by the general change in econom- 
ic conditions to his debtor, who is no more at 
fault in bringing about that change than the 
creditor is. 


Such is the hard luck of the investor in a 


farm mortgage. If, however, "he had Been for- 
tunate enough to put his money into railway 
stocks, he might go to Senator Lenroot and 
find a sympathetic ear for his tale of woe. Sen- 
ator Lenroot thinks that whatever 
may be 


true about other investors, railway owners 
should be enabled to make those from whom 
they derive their income pay the loss suffered 
from the fail in the value cr? money, or what 
is the same thing, the general rise in prices. 
He not only deems that just, but in common 
with those who agree with him has an ingen- 
ious device for bringing it about. 


It is well known that the law practically 


more than the owner of a farm mortgage, 
should be allowed'.'to sTaitt the result ;o£ money 
depreciation on other shoulders,'«• he'WonW 
do if interest were calculated on th« vain* of 
the physical plant in-the depreciated, dollars 
of today. This would be all the more unjust if 
one considers that for many years the law has 
given the stockholders the right to_ collect 
their six percent,on millions which never had 
any existence except on the lithographed faces 
of stock certificates,'representing, "water." If 
for some years 'many of the corporations-have 
not actually earned the guaranteed amount, 
that is due not to the law, but to various caus- 
es, including some instances of gross misman^ 
agement. The only just base for calculation is 
the physical value of the plant at the time of 
original investment, which is roughly identi- 
cal with the phrase "the. amoant of money 
prudently invested: in the construction" of the 
railways. Vet that formula arouses the sen- 
ator's vehement indignation. ^ 


Senator Lenroot has in the past spoken elo- 


quently about the "toil and study" character- 
izing the constructive statesman. No d,oubt he 
will in due time, by the application of such 
toil and study, to economic questions, arriv* 
at a clear understanding of the railway issue.

Wells declared it is useless .for Eng- 


land to de-fend herself against air raids by 
builuing up a tremendous air fleet. No 
Nation, he said, can successfully defend 


itself from air attacks. 


"All we can do is to retaliate and wipe 


out our enemies, if possible." said Wells. 
"In the war of the future; one bomb -will 
wipe out the inhabitants oi' a small town 
and a ram of bombs will destroy every 
living thing in a large city. 


•"When that stage is reached, the pro- 


fession of arms will be reduced to ab- 
surdity. 
No cne, either combatant?, or 


non-combatants, will survive. 
For all we 


' can tell, civiiization may end in smoke and 
dust. 


"To arm, therefore, in such a fashion is 


not to defend this country from attack 
by air, for the country is very indefens- 
ible. AH we can do is retaliate." 


Wells foretold the use of poison gas in 


warfare. Nearly 25 years ago he foretold 
this method of fighting in his book, "The 
War of Worlds." 
If a single airplane, by dropping poison gas, 


ean destroy Seattle, what would it then profit 
Seattle if an American 
aviator succeeded in 


dropping just as much gas wi, let us say, 
Tokyo?

germs, -poison gas, incendiary bombs,

would amount to unjust and unconstitutional 
confiscation. When about 25 years ago the 
present rise in prices began, many of the rail- 
ways had outstanding an amount of capital 
stock fair in excess of the sum of money for 
which their plant couid have been replaced at 
that time. The charges to which they were en- 
titled to make up their six percent of income 
were based upon the face value of their stock 
and by no means on the replacement .value of 
their plant, nor even on the amount of actual 
cash originally paid in. For much of the stock 
was paid for, not by cash, but by property, 
sometimes grossly overvalued; or by various 
kinds of service, almost invariably still more 
grossly overpaid. 


This "watered" condition of the stock, which 


enabled the \ailways to claim an income .much 
greater than the cash investments of their 
owners warranted, led to the institution of 
that "physical valuation" of the railway prop- 
erty, still in progress, and due largely to the 
efforts oV Senator La- Follette. The purpose of 
this undertaking i? to arrive at a juster basis 
for calculating that income of six percent to, 
which the railways are entitled if they can, 
earn it. 


Since this work began, the value of the rail- 


way plants and the material of which they are 
composed has participated in the general, rise 
in vah'.s, equivalent to that fall in the value of 
the dollar before which our farm mortgagee 
iitood so helplessly. Consequently, the 
differ- 


ence between the actual value of the railway 
plants and the face value of the capital stock 
has materially decreased. .Senator Lenroot in- 
sists that the railways should get the benefit 
of this rise in the value of their plants, not 
merely when they want to sell them, but also 
when calculating the income guaranteed 
to 


them by the government. This would be done 


JOKES IN THE NEW EDUCATION BILL. 


[To The Editor]—The latest bill for a NEW 


state board of education has some astonishing 
provisions in it. 
It is safe to say that the 


members of the assembly have no idea of cer- 
tain features of it. When these provisions are 
once understood, the question will be "Who 
put those provisions in the bill?" 


On page 4 of this bill it states: "IT SHALL 


BE THE DUTY OF THE STATES BOAHD 
OF EDUCATION TO HAVE 
EXCLUSIVE 


CHARGE AND MANAGEMENT OF ALL BI- 
ENNIAL ESTIMATES" for the university, 
cine normal schools, Stout institute and .the 
state mining school—all of the 12 big state 
schools. This provision would TAKE AWAY 
from the state board of public affairs the en- 
tire budget-making power and put that power 
in the absolute control of the direct repre- 
sentatives of the educational institutions. Do 
the members of the assembly know what this 
means? 
• The state board of public affairs, 


composed of the governor, the secretary of 
state, the speaker of the assembly, the presi- 
dent pro tern of the senate, the two chairmen 
of the joint finance committee of the legisla- 
tive, together with three other members ap- 
pointed by the governor, ALL 9 members 
directly representative of all the people of the 
state, impartial and unbiased, have for years 
made up the biennial estimates, in a "Green 
Book" for the legislature. The state boafrci of 
public affairs is NOT controlled by or repre- 
sentative of any. board or educational institu- 
tion. On the contrary, its accountants go to 
every one of the 30 state institutions and into 
the offices of every board and commission to 
audit all their expenditures. 


It is now proposed to TAKE AWAY from 


the state board of public affairs this making 
of the budgets for the 12 big state schools and 
put such a power into the hands 
of a NEW 


state board of education for 11 members, 3 
of whom must be appointed from the present 
university board 
of regents, 3 from the 


present normal board of regents, thus giving 
a MAJO-RITY control at the outset. Then one 
member must be appointed by and from the 
state vocational board which now has charge 
of Stout institute. On such a board, the uni- 
versity members coulc. say: "Formerly we had 
$S,OOri,000 each biennium, but now we need and 
want 512,000,000." The normal school members 
.could say: "Formerly we had 53,000,000 each 
biennium, but we now need and want $5,000,- 
000." The Stout institute members could say: 
"Formerly we had $400,000, but we now need 
and want $600,000." 


WE ALL KNOW WIHAT WOULD BE THE 


RESULT. 


All of the provisions, of this bill show that 


the proposed new board is to be ONLY AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE board for the big state 
schools. Nowhere in the bill is there anything 
that means any help or advancement for the 
COMMON SCHOOLS of Wisconsin. The only 
reference to the common schools is that they 
are to be INVESTIGATED. Instead of sued a 
board, why not have a COMMON SCHOOL 
BOARD which will deal directly with the edu- 
cational interests of 90% of the people! 


On pages 7 and S of this bill is complete 


plan for a monopoly control of the supply of 
teachers, the placement of teachers and even 
the legal right to teach, such a control to be 
necessarily vested in a BUREAU CHIEF at 
Madison. 
Members of the assembly should 


read these two pages carefully. 


1. The CONTROL of the SUPPLY of teach- 


ers, page 8, lines 51 to 54 of the bill. 
This 


means the control of salaries. What will local 
school boards think of that? 


2. The CONTROL of placing teachers~"in all 


public schools, page S, line 40. 


3. The CONTROL of CERTIFICATION of 


teachers. This means the control of the RIGHT 
TO TEAOH, by a BUREAU at Madison.

Every other 
rule of calculation, so Senator Lenroot says, 
is "absolute dishonesty in statement," what- 
ever that rather loose expre_ssion may mean. 


To avoid confusion, such as exists apparent- 


ly in the mind of the distinguished junior sen- 
ator, attention should be called to the fact 
that the six percent of income guaranteed by 
the government to the railway investors, al- 
though called dividends, are in reality inter- 
est on the investment and in no sense com- 
pensation paid by the community for the serv- 
ice of running a railroad. Economically speak- 
ing, that compensation is completely consumed 
by the salaries of the officials and the wages 
of the workmen. These render the actual serv- 
ices. The stockholders, as such, render no serv- 
ices but merely lend the money, precisely as 
the mortgagee renders no services in the man- 
agement of the farm but merely lends tha 
money. That abstract entity, the corporation, 
moreover, neither lends capital nor supplies 
services, but is merely a convenient legal ar- 
rangement by which the lenders of capita! and 
the performers of services can be brought to- 
gether. 


Surely, to the ordinary m^rid there can be no 


from the laws to BUREAUCRATIC DttS'CR'E- 
TIO'N the right to teach in onr public schools.
